THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART SALUTES THE WORLD’S LARGEST 
COMMERCIAL FILM INDUSTRY 


(Cleveland, Ohio) Hooray for Bollywood!, a three-film November series at the Cleveland 

Museum of Art, features rare English versions of three Bombay-made “Bollywood” musicals 

all major box office hits in India. Says film program coordinator John Ewing: “India’s com- 
mercial film industry is the largest in the world, but produces mostly splashy musical melodra- 
mas. Some Westerners are quick to disparage these movies, but how many have actually seen 
one of them? Well, here’s our chance. These movies may be windy, silly, and far removed 
from the subtle poetry of Satyajit Ray, but they’re also sumptuous, tuneful, and surprisingly 
entertaining.” Each film $5, CMA members $4, kids 12 & under $3. 

This series is coordinated with the museum’s fall celebration of the arts and culture of 
India. Other programs include an all-day Indian Arts Festival on November 2, the Asian art 
exhibition Dance of the Gods: Indian Art Inspired by Music, the photography exhibition, 
Mary Ellen Mark Photographs: Indian Circus (opening November 8), and a variety of 
lectures, gallery talks, performances, and hands-on arts activities.

Sunday, November 10, 3:30 Jangle, Jangle, Sound the Bells (Jhanak Jhanak Payal Baje) 
(India, 1955, color, subtitles, 105 min.) directed by V. Shantaram. A boy and girl aspire to be 
India’s champion dance team in this lavish musical spectacle, India’s first Technicolor film. 

Sunday, November 17, 3:30 When Love Calls (Maine Pyar Kiya) (India, 1989, color, dubbed 
in English, approx. 95 min.) directed by Sooraj R. Barjatya, with Salman Khan and 
Bhagyashree. Abridged, English-language version of one of India’s biggest money-makers, an 
epic romance about two lovers battling class prejudice. 
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
